things adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no eyident neceſſity (© requiring ) ſundry inconvent» 
encies have thereupon enſued ;z; and thoſe many times more, and greater than the 
evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change 2: So on the other ſide, the 
init forms of Divine Worſhip, 2nd the Ritcs and Ceremonies appointed to be 
. | Uhi ia their own nature indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknows 
zit is but rea(onable, thar upon weighty and 1@portant conſiderations, according to the 
us exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made there- 
$3to thoſe that are 1a place of Authority ſhould from time to tiwe ſcera either neceſſary or 
Accordingly we find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory

oint of reputation and Intereſt cancerned ( unleſs they would freely acknow.cage them 
elves to have errcd, which ſuch men are very kardly brought to do ) with their utrwolt 
endeayours to hinder the reſtitution thereof, In order whereunto divers Pampbl.ts were 
publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old Objctions muſtercd vp, with 'the 
addition cf ſome new ones, more than formerly had been made, to make the number ſwell. 
Ia fine, great importunities were uſcd to Hyjs Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid Book m gh be 
reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto made, 2s ſhould be theugkt 
requiſite for 'the eaſe bf tender Conſcierices: Whereunto His Maicſty, out of His pious 
inclivat to give fatiefattion ( fo far as could be reaſonably cxpeted)} tO all His Sub- 
je&s, of what perſwaſion ſgever, did gractouſly condeſcend, 
In vhich Review {we bave endeavoured to obicrve the trke moderation, 23s we find to have 
been uſed 1 the Ike caſe in former times. And therefore of the ſundry alterations pre» 
ofed unto us, we bave rcic&ed »11 ſuch as were cither of dangerous conſequence ( as 
ecretly trixing at ſome eſtabliſhed Dodtrine, or laudable praiſe of the Church of Eng- 
land, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chrift) or elſe of no conſequence 
at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. But ſuch alteratidns as were tendercd to us ( by what 
perſons, under what pretences, or tO what purpeſe ſocver ſo tendred ) as icemcd fo us in 
any degree r<quifire or expedient , we have willingly and of our ows accord aſſearce 
anto : not enforced fo to do by any trength of Argument, convincing vs of the neceflity of 


waking the ſaid Aiterations : For we are folly perſwaled in our ty ( and we here 
profeſy to the world ) that the Book as it ſtood defore eſtabliſhed. by doth not 
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#Sefenſib int that Gall oppoſe the fame; if it hall be allowed ſuch Juſt and 
Cs Satadien as in common Equity ought to be allowed to all Humane Wri- 
rings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and even to the very beſt Tranſlations 
of the holy Scripture it (elf, 

Our general aim therefore in thic undertaking was, not to gratifie this or that party in 
ahy their unreaſonable demands z but to do that, which to our beſt underfiandings we 
conceived might moſt trend to the Preſervation of Peace and Unity in the Gaoed 4 the 
procuring of Reverence, and exciting of Piety, and Devotion In the publick Worthip of 
God ; and the cutting of occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion of cavil, or quarrel a» 
x2in(t the Liturgy of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from the former 8ook, 
whether by alteration, Addition, or otherwiſe, it hall ſuffice to give this general account, 
That moſt of the Ajterations were made, either firſt, for the better dixze&ion of them 
that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service z which is chiefly done in the Kalendars 
and KRubricks: or ſecondly, for the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or phraſes of 
ancient uſage In tyrms more ſuitable to the language of the preſent times, and the clearer 
explanation of ſome other words and phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignification, 
or otherwiſe liable to miſconſtration:; Or —_— for a more perfe& rendring of ſuch 
portions of ho!y Secripture, as are inſcrted into the-Liturgy 3 which, in the Epiſtles and Goſ- 
pels eſpecially, and in ſundry other piaces, are now ordered to be rcad according to 
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the laſt Tranſlation: and that it was thought convenient that ſome Prayers and 
ivings fitted to ſpecizl occaſions ſhould be added in their due places ; particularly fy 
thoſe at Sga, together with an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years g 
m—_—_ not ſo neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet e growth of iy 
abaptiſm through the licentiovſneſs of the late times crept in am us, is now 
neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Baptizing of Natives in our Plantations, 
others converted to the Faith, If any man, who thall defire a more particular 
of the ſeveral Alterations in any part of the Liturgy, hall take the pains to compare 
preſent Book with the former ; we doubt not but the reaſon of the change may 
appear 
1 Having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty Aﬀair, as in 
Gght of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein ( y— as lay in us) to the cou 
ences of all men ; although we know it impoſſible ( in variety of appre 
mours, and intereſts, as are in the world) to pleaſe all; nor can expe that wee 
fatious, peeviſh and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be 
in this kiod by any other than themſelves : Yet we have good hope, that what is bere 
ſented, and hath been by the Convocations of both Provinces with great diligence 
mined and approved, will be alſo well accepted and approved by all ſober, peaceable 
truly conſcientious ſons of the Church of England.

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that ſome think it 2 
Sreat matter of Conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies _ de 
10 addited ro their old cuſtoms ; and again on the other ſide, ſome be ſo new-fangled, 
that they would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that no thing <a n like them 
but that is new : it was thought expedicnt, not {© much to kave reſpet how to pleaſe, and 
ſatisfie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both, And yet leſt 
any man fhou'ld be offended whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes 
rendred, why ſome of the accuilomed Ceremonies be put avay, and ſome retained and 
kept if). 2p : 

Some are put away, becauſe the grea* exceſs and multitude of them hath > increaſed in 
theſe latter days, that the burden of them was intolerable z whereof Saint Auguſtine in his 
time complained that they were zrown to ſuch a numer, that the eſtate of Chriitian pec= 

le was 1n worſe cafe concerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he connſelled that 

uck yoke and burden ould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it, Bur what 
would Saint .Auguffine have ſaid, 'f he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days nitd zmong 
us z whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared ? This our exceſſive 


multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſ6 dark, that they did 
confond and darken, than declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefits unto us. And beſides th 
Chriits Goſpel is not a ceremonial Law ( as much of Moſes Law was) but it is a 
ro ſerve God, vot in bondage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the Spin 
being content only with thoſe Ceremonies, which do ſerve to a decent Order and 
Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man to the remembrance 
duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial (ignificatior, whereby be might be edified, 
thermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies was, That 
were ſo far abuſed z partly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the rude and unlea 
partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought more their own lucre, than the G 
of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining ill. 
But now as Concerning thoſe Perſons, which perad venture wil! be offended, for that fin 
of the old Ceremonies are retained i!!: If they conſider that without ſome 
it is not poſſible to keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they hall 
perceive juſt cauſe to reform tbeir judgments, And if they think much that any of the 
do remain, and would rather have ail deviſed anew : rhen ſuch men grantiog & 
remonies convenient © be had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there 1 
reaſonably reprove the old only for their azc, without bewraying of their own fol 
in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have reverence unto them for their Antiq 
they will declare themſelves to be more ſtudious of Unity and Concors,than of I 
and New-fangleneſs, which ( as much as may be with true ſetting forth of Chriſts 
gion) is always to be eſthewed, Furthermore, ſuch hall have no juſt cauſe 
Ceremonies reſerved to be offenced, For as thoſe are taken away which were 
ſed, and did burden mens conſciences without any Cauſe ;z ſo the other that rc 
retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which ( upon inſt Cauſ.s) may be alt 
changed, and therefore are not to be citcemed cqual with Gods Law. And moreorey 
be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every man may 
ſtand what wy do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. $o that it is not like that BW!
